TROPICAL HAMBOREE AND STATE CONVENTION, New 
Everglades Hotel and Bayfront Park Auditorium, Miami, 
Florida, January 24, 1965, 

For me, (W4MLE) there were two important aspects to 
the Convention: an opportunity to discuss the Operating 
Manual manuscript with a number of amateurs and LOs 
and FCC officials whose comments and criticisms were 
valuable in improving the MS: and an opportunity as usual 
to discuss ARPSC matters with LOs from other states, 
from HQ and within Florida, 

The LO meeting at the Auditorium Sunday was attended 
by the following amateurs;

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of the country without a channel 2 allocation where 6 meters 
causes no problems, 

Moss reported that his survey of opinions in the SE Div. 
is complete and said he has no hopes for a new Florida 
Section or for any reapportionment of Florida, 

Bolvin reported on efforts to organize local VHF nets 
in four Florida cities, connected by long-haul VHF links, 
to report DX activities, He indicated that these circuits 
would be available for emergency work ‘‘in case they’re 
needed,’’ and said that ‘‘DXers are generally pretty sharp 
traffic men,’’ 

Bolvin indicated considerable dissatisfaction with responses 
he has had recently to correspondence with the Comm, 
Dept. and said also he would like to hear ‘*less appologetic 
league attitude toward commercial intruders into amateur 
bands’’, and wants a ‘‘more aggressive approach’’ toward 
getting them out. 

KASJH said he hoped the League would do more to ‘‘push’’ 
the OES appointment to make it more meaningful. He said 
the number of appointments is increasing all the time but 
that the duties and activities attached to OES are not 
keeping pace with interest in VHF. He indicated he would 
like the program connected with OES to be expanded and 
enriched, 

He asked for more operating in QST on VHF, 

In general he said the quality of League appointments in 
E, Fla. is going up, although EC appointments in his Section 
are down in number (because of ‘‘incentive’’ licensing?) 
and that OO appointments are less numerous but better 
quality. 

W4RKH reported that OO and EC appointments are up in 
W. Fla., VHF activity is expanding rapidly. He commented 
on the use of the W. Fla. Phone net to transmit wx obs to 
the Tallahassee and Pensacola Weather Bureaus, 

RTTY in amateur radio was discussed at a number of 
points, including observations by W4RKH and W6ZH on the 
increased interest in this mode, and the inclusion of RTTY 
facilities at WIAW with the intent to run OB broadcasts in 
this mode, There was considerable gleeful comment on the 


results produced by WINJM’s 
RTTyYers in a recent QST. 
W4MLE commented on the growing interest in VHF in 
W.F. and its use in Key Cities. He made several remarks 
about the Key City operation particularly with respect to 
intercom nets, 
W4NKD quickly rebutted that in Orange county, there is 
a nightly 2-m intercom which funtioned well during the 
recent hurricanes, Key City Orlando is in Orange county. 
W4BVE said NTS officials should keep an open mind on 
making necessary changes in the system, And he noted 
that QFN, a Section net encompassing both E. and W, Fila., 
is the only such net in the NTS which regularly liaisons 
to TWO Region nets, He said representation in these nets 
by Florida never falls below 85%,

HAVE YOU SIGNED UP A 
NEW MEMBER LATELY? 
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A\ SCM’s CORNER E/F 


Much of what is to follow has been said before 
but I believe that there are now many more who may 
benefit by it plus some who could-stand repetition. 
The subject this month is reporting. Seems as 
though when a ham accomplishes something that he 
believes to be worthwhile then it is something that others. 
should hear about. This is done most effectively through 
reporting. One of the most important results of reporting is 
that it enables conclusions to be drawn pertaining to the 
overall ability of the section as compared with other sec- 
tions in the country. 

Reports are REQUIRED from those holding appointments 
as OO, OPS, ORS and OES on a monthly basis. OBS reports 
are required only upon request. When an aspirant applies 
for an appointment he agrees to certain stipulations among 
which are the aforementioned reports, ARRL directives 
instruct the SCM to take action to determine the cause of 
non-reporting after a series of three consecutive reports 
have been missed. If no reply is received within a reason= 
able length of time or if no adequate reason can be given 
for non-compliance the SCM has no recourse but to cancel 
the appointment in question. All reports should be mailed in 
duplicate to the SCM whether negative or positive. The 
SCM then forwards copies to Headquarters if required, 
Only one copy of the form one is needed, 

The endorsement of appointment certificates must be 
accomplished annually according to the date of last en= 
dorsement or appointment, Those which have gone beyond 
this period without endorsement are no longer valid, This 
office allows some extra time for those afflicted with bad 
cases of nonpaperitis, If the delay is too long ARRL instructs 
this office to take action, This I do not wait for. 

The traffic reports using the Form One (which is de=— 
sireable) and/or a radiogram (if too much mailing delay 
is anticipated) may be submitted by ALL traffic handlers 
whether ARRL or not, All will be reported to ARRL and 
listed in QST. Essential information on preparing this 
report follows: 

ORIGINATED; Those messages which carry your stations’ 
identifying number and which are transmitted via amateur 
radio using ARRL procedure and format; 

RECEIVED: All messages received by amateur radio 
in ARRL form whether addressed to you personally, re= 
layed by amateur radio or delivered by any means other 
than amateur radio to.the recipient; 

RELAYED: Those messages which are received in any 
manner at your station and further transmitted by amateur

Last month we described the design and construction of a 
250 watt 12v DC to 600c DC Toroid, suitable for the plate 
supply of a 150 watt mobile transmitter. Also available is a 
mid-tap voltage of 300v DC which may be used for the plate 
supply voltage to buffers, speech amplifier, and oscillator, 
provided the total load does not exceed 100 milliamperes, 
at 300 volts. 

Referring to the diagram, you will note that only a few 
extra parts are needed to complete the whole power supply. 
Select two transistors of the power switching type. The 
diamond shape jobs are rated at 90 watts dissipation, while 
the round ones are usually 150 watts each. A large efficient 
heat sink will allow you to select either type transistor with 
little regard to this difference in dissipation ratings. All 
transistors available for this application are type PNP, which 
means the Emitter connection is "Positive". Notice the cir- 
cuit we selected is the "Common Emitter" variety. The 
Common Collector circuit looks better, since this would 
allow the usual grounded collectors to be grounded together 
and thus avoid the usual problem of mica insulating between 
heat sink and transistor case. Don't be lulled into this think- 
ing, the problem is deeper than this. We must protect the 
"Emitter -Base” voltage rating. Thisbecomes "Base -Emitter - 
Emitter-Base" and is switched or clamped by the feedback 
winding over very stable limits. For this important reason, 
we recommend the "B-E-E-B" circuit as shown. 

The Collectors are in push-pull negative. Tied to both 
ends of the primary winding, they see twice the DC input 
voltage, alternately, plus an inherit spike which must be 
dampened. The circuit might oscillate without the fixed 
bias resistors Rl and R2, but as mentioned before, we must 
protect the Base-Emitter path from internal break-down, so 
therefore, we provide a constant fixed bias on the push-pull 
bases so that they will be slightly negative with respect to 
the common Emitters. Of course, the bases are driven be- 
yond this fixed bias point alternately by the feedback wind- 
ing and the square wave saturating action of the Toroid, as 
we mentioned in earlier discussions, some months back. 

The bridge rectifier bank is made up of 8 type 1N2071 
silicon diodes. These are rated at 600v PIV @ 750 MA. The 
only bleeders required are the two looK 2-watt jobs con- 
nected in series across the filter condensers. The center tap 
connection between the Toroid and the electrolytic con- 
densers is an ingenious method of getting "half fare” voltage, 
filtered and all. This connection insures that the series 
connected electrolytics C3 and C4 get equal division of 
voltage during all conditions of operation. 

The electrolytic condenser C1 is quite important, it pro- 
tects the transistors from "spikes" on the supply line and also

filters the supply line preventing spikes being heard in the 
receiver. The actual value is not critical and may be re- 
duced to 500 MFD in most cases, 

Be sure the electrolytics C3 and C4 are connected as shown 
in series: C2 is a .001 MFD 2000v ceramic disc used as a 
buffer condenser. Without it, this supply is difficult to filter, 
and most surely will be hard on transistors. 

R1 and R2 are bias resistors rated at 10 watts each. R1 is 
5 ohms but may be reduced to 4 ohms for a slight increase 
in output. R2is 150 ohms and is not near as critical in value 
as Rl, Its purpose is to hold the bias as “stiff” as possible. 

There are literally hundreds of transistors that may be used 
in this supply. If you understand transistors, select those 
with an H-fe of 50 to 75. If you don't care to get this in- 
volved in specifications, we suggest you select a pair of the 
following: 2N1554, 2N1555, 2N1518, 2N174, These are 
each rated at least for 15 amperes, dissipation from 90 to 
150 watts, 

Mount your transistors on a heat sink at least 1/4 inch 
thick. Allow at least 2" of space between transistors and 
two inches or more radiating space around the general con- 
tour of the two transistors, This means the plate should be 
at least 4" X 6" at the very minimum. Use a single mica 
washer under eachtransistor. Apply an oil lubricant or Dow- 
Corning transistor lube to both sides of the mica to improve 
heat transfer. 

When ready to test the unit, make sure you have the cor- 
rect polarity of the battery supply. There is no excuse for 
error here. If the unit does not oscillate immediately, re- 
verse only the feed-back wires at "B" (Ql and Q2). If there 
is a short in the circuit, it will not oscillate. Likewise, it 
will draw any current since the transistors are biased to 
cut-off, 

When checking a new circuit or a new Toroid, it is ad- 
visable to disconnect the rectifier from the secondary to 
simplify looking for "shorts". Once you get the supply cor- 
rectly polarized, you will not have to repeat this process. 
Any subsequent shorts in the secondary or high voltage cir- 
cuits will cause the supply to “shut its self down" without 
blowing fuses or transistors.

Hint & Kink 


Here’s a hint for deter- 
mining RF power loss of co- 
axial cable for a certain fre- 
quency: by placing a common 
dummy load lamp in a light- 
tight box with a small window 
and measuring the light out- 
put with a photographer’s 
light meter at the transmit- 
ter output, and then at the 
end of the length of coax, the 
readings may be compared to 
obtain relative power outputs 
with and without the coax,
